A unique “scrapbook,” a g old- 
embellished, hand-painted p ro­ 
duction desig ned by a Salem 
printer, is destined to become 
a part of the Herbert Hoover 
Museum in West Branch, Iowa, 
where the Old Warrior will be 
laid to rest ainidsi frost-tanned 
cornfields Sunday . 
The remarkable volume was 
prepared 36 y ears ag o to com­ 
m em orate the new president’s 
first visit to Florida in 1929 be­ 
fore his March inaug uration. 
John Tay lor, Salem printer, 
then of Miami, Fla., desig ned 
and hand-printed the elaborate 
100 - pag e book. “Constructive 
Adventure,” which depicts Flor­ 
ida history and life in words, 
art and illumination by one of 
the leading American artists of 
the ’20’s. 
The book, because of its or­ 
nateness, is reminiscent of the 
medieval epoch of world history 
when long -robed monks tedious­ 
ly copied and illustrated their 
skin-fashioned scrolls. 


TAYLOR 
AND THE senior 
senator of Florida in 1929, Dun­ 
can U. Fletcher, were selected 
to present the book to the new 
president after the completion 
of his visit at the J. C. Penney 
mansion on an isle off Miami. 
The printer’s y oung son, John 
Jr., wide-ey ed over the whole 
affair, also accompanied 
the

nig ht. That answered President 
Johnson's Sunday nig ht address 
on recent world developments. 
“ We must now confront an 
enemy reunified and streng th­ 
ened by our policy of aid,” he 
said.

“In a world such as this — a 
nuclear world — there is no 
room for bluster and bluff and 
bellig erence,” he said. “There 
is room only for courag e, intelli­ 
g ence and reason.” 
Johnson said the Republican 
policies “are built on dang erous 
foundations, because they talk 
about a nuclear war as if it 
were inevitable and a nuclear 
bomb as if it were ‘merely an­ 
other weapon.’” 
Wherever he went, Johnson 
attracted larg e street crowds. 
He remarked at one point that 
“I never saw so many smiling 
faces.”

Russian novelist Boris Paster­ 
nak, awarded the Nobel Prize 
in 1958 , declined under pressure 
at home to accept the prize. 
Sartre is reg arded as the 
founder of the French ex isten­ 
tialist cult, the log ical assertion 
of actuality , as opposed to ideal­ 
ity . 
Educated at the Ly cee Henri 
IV and the Ecole Normale Su­ 
périeure in Paris, Sartre taug ht 
at Ly cee du Havre and later 
traveled in Eg y pt, Greece and 
Italy in the pre-World War II 
y ears. 
He 
taug ht 
philosophy 
from 1935 until 1939 when he be­ 
g an military service. 
Captured by the Germans in 
1940, he spent nine months in a 
German 
concentration 
camp. 
When he was released, Sartre 
joined the 
French resistance 
movement. He beg an to achieve 
literary success during the oc­ 
cupation and abandoned teach­ 
ing for a writing career. 
Sartre went to Cuba in 1960 at 
the invitation of Prime Minis­ 
ter Fidel Castro. When he re-

President Johnson’s suggestion 
that it sign the limited nuclear 
test ban treaty and repeated its 
call for a global summit meet­ 
ing to abolish nuclear weapons. 
It had been expected that the 
United States would answer this 
call by proposing through diplo­ 
matic channels that the Peking 
regime sign the test ban treaty 
which more than IOO nations 
have signed. 


President Johnson, in fact, 
said Sunday night in a televised 
speech to the nation: “ We call 
on the World — especially Red 
China — to join the nations 
which have signed it (the trea­ 
ty).” 
An editorial today In toe off! 
cial 
Peking 
People’s 
Daily 
called the treaty “nothing but a 
fraud ” 


“Olina is by no means ob­ 
sessed by the idea of possessing 
nuclear weapons,” the editorial 
continued. “It will stop develop­ 
ing them as soon as U.S. im­ 
perialism does so.” 
The newspaper, official organ 
of toe Chinese Communist par­ 
ty, said the proposal for aboli­ 
tion of nuclear weapons by a 
world summit meeting is ‘prac­ 
tical, reasonable, easily feasible 
and involves no question of 
control.” 


The State 
Department dis­ 
closed Wednesday that Premier 
Chou En-lai of Red China had 
sent to President Johnson Mon­ 
day the same message which he 
had circulated to other govern­ 
ment chiefs around the world, 
even though the United States 
and Red Olina do not have dip­ 
lomatic relations. 
Both Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk and President Johnson 
have already publicly dismissed 
the Chinese maneuver as a 
propaganda play for the pur­ 
pose of offsetting criticisms of 
Red China’s first nuclear explo­ 
sion last Friday 
U.S. officials have no real 
belief at this time that Red 
China can be prevailed upon to 
sign the year-old nuclear test 
ban treaty. 


But officials say that world­ 
wide public opinion which in 
many 
countries 
has 
been 
severely critical of the Red 
Chinese tests might eventually 
have some influence in Peking.

Soviet I ndustry I n Chaos

Nikita Khrushchev, who suc­ 
ceeded only in burying himself, 
so disrupted Soviet industry and 
left it in such a creaking chaotic 
condition that 
virtually 
half 
of 
what 
it 
produces 
i s 
defective. 
R u s s i a ’s 
biggest 
civil­ 
ian 
business 
is the repair 
b us i n e s s 
— working on 
e v erythi n g 
from TV sets, dial telephones, 
autos, huge automatic machin­ 
ery, chemical plants, tractors 
and machine tools, to aircraft 
engines and submarines. 
This can be reported authen­ 
tically from my own observa­ 
tions in Eastern Europe recent­ 
ly, from conversations with spe­ 
cialists and from a stirring and 
startling report from the Senate 
Internal Security subcommittee. 
In all, the consensus is that 
the U.S.S.R. is on the verge of 
industrial bankruptcy, if n ot 
actually in it. 


IT’S 
SUMMED 
UP 
by a 
visitor from Romania whom I 
met at a diplomatic party in 
Belgrade two months ago. 
He 
told of an American business­ 
man being briefed by an Intour­ 
ist guide outside a huge manu­ 
facturing plant near Moscow. 
Alongside 
the 
vast 
structure 
was a one-story building from 
which came the wheeze of an 
old flat bed printing press. 
The American asked his guide 
what was being produced inside 
the two strangely paired build­ 
ings. The guide replied that in 
the big building elevators were 
being produced, 
in the 
tiny 
structure signs saying “Out Of 
Order” were being printed. 
This is fair and accurate com­ 
mentary. Drawing from Soviet 
records it can be disclosed that 
the number of Soviet workers 
doing repair work on machine 
tools is 3% times as great as 
those producing new ones. 
Electric motors, vital to any 
society, are undergoing repairs 
between 30 to 40 per cent of the 
time during the first year after 
delivery. 
At any given time not less 
than 4 0 per cent of all vehicles 
in the Soviet Union are idle, 
awaiting repairs. 


TYPICAL is the story of the 
Kungur Machinery Plant. Re­ 
cently 
it 
received from the 
Minsk Transfer Machine Plant 
24 pieces 
of 
costly complex 
equipment 
for 
use 
in 
the 
machining of turbo drill rotors 
and stators. 
Die cost of these automatic 
machines totaled more than two 
million rubles. But because of 
defects in major designing and 
engineering not a single one 
worked. The Minsk factory dis­ 
patched 45 technicians to Kun­ 
gur to get the bugs out. Still 
they malfunctioned. As a result 
of ia difficulties the Kungur 
operation was unable to produce 
spare parts for the oil drilling 
industry. 
Yet, he Minsk Plant, having 
aent out 24 machines, received 
official praise for having filled 
its Socialist production norm 
(quota) resulting in special pre­ 
mium pay.

Desirable Strike?

WASHINGTON - The Gen­ 
eral 
Motors 
str.Voe will be 
four weeks old Friday and gov­ 
ernment economists are taking 
the cold-blooded view that the 
walkout has been good for the 
country. 
A United Automobile Work­ 
ers president Walter Reuther un­ 
doubtedly would disagree bitter­ 
ly. So would General 
Motors 
chief 
ex ecutive 
Frederic 
G. 
Donner. 
More 
t h a n 300,000 General 
Motors workers are idle. They 
are losing some $ 7 million a 
day in cash wages. 
General Motors is missing the 
big. opening weeks of the 1965 
model year. The strike is cost­ 
ing it 100,000 cars a week and 
is biting into the record-smash­ 
ing earnings that it had been 
amassing for its stockholders. 
No gov e r n m e n t economist 
will say publicly that the Gen­ 
eral Motors strike is desirable. 
That may be a sound economic 
analysis but it would be neith­ 
er popular nor sm art politics. 
However, these are the ex ­ 
perts that the government pays 
to keep a close watch on the 
economy—and it’s their consid­ 
ered professional judgment that 
the strike is doing far more 
good than harm. 


T H E ECONOMISTS regret 
the lost wages, the individual 
hardships, the cars that will not 
be produced, the dealer sales 
that will not be made and the 
profits that will not be earned. 
But 
t h e i r concern is with 
sound national economic growth. 
They find that the economy is 
growing 
m or e healthily now 
than before the strike began. 
The officials ex plain that the 
big danger facing the U.S. this 
fall has been a threat that ac­ 
tivity would climb too rapidly. 
They feared 
that 
inflationary 
pressures might build up and 
that the Federal Reserve Sys­ 
tem might have to tighten its 
credit reins to curb a boom. 
But now the General Motors 
strike is taking some of the 
steam out of the UDturn. There 
is less pressure than before the 
strike began and the chances 
are better that the U.S. will get 
thro ug h the fa ll witho ut a n in 


flationary boom. 
General Motors accounts for 
half the yearly U.S. automo­ 
bile production and probably no 
other industrial shutdown could 
have had the same useful im­ 
pact. 
There is a special reason that 
the General Motors walkout is 
proving particularly helpful. 
Much of the worry about an 
inflationary boom has stemmed 
from a fear that it would be 
touched off by steel shortages 
which, in turn, would be caused 
by businessmen stockpiling steel 
to protect themselves against a 
possible steel strike in 1965. 
But General Motor has stop­ 
ped 
taking delivery of steel 
and p art of the steel pressure 
has been dissipated. 


THE STEEL MILLS are find­ 
ing that they can build up their 
own inventories. Some of their 
hard-pressed customers simul­ 
taneously are 
obtaining 
ship­ 
ments for immediate use and 
for the inventory building that 
they had planned to carry out 
several weeks or months from 
now. 
General Motors is a voracious 
consumer of nonferrous metals, 
too, and the strike is having 
many of the same salutary af­ 
fects there that it has been 
having in steel. 
The pressures could build up 
again after General Motors gets 
back into full production. But 
some of the heat has gone and 
the economists believe there is 
better than an outside chance 
that it will not reurn. 
If that is the way it works out, 
the strike will have done much 
to help the country avoid the 
boom ex cesses that too often 
have brought on 
a recession in 
their wake.

“Die nations that do not seek 
national nuclear weapons can 
be sure that if they need our 
strong support against some 
threat of nuclear 
blackmail, 
then they will have it.” 
A policy of such far-reaching 
significance was thus made by 
one man and proclaimed to the 
world. Whether this was an im­ 
pulsive act or the result of high- 
level discussion has not been 
revealed. It certainly runs con­ 
trary to the spirit of what the 
President had said on Sept. 28 
at Manchester, N. H., where 
he made two speeches. 


IN THE FIRST, before the 
Weekly Newspaper Editors As­ 
sociation of New Hampshire, he 
declared: 
“Our miliary 
strength is vi­ 
tal to our security and im­ 
portant to our influence. It can­ 
not be used to compel 
and 
frighten all others into follow­ 
ing our command. Nor can it 
build the lasting framework of 
Tenturing peace. The only con 
sequence of such a policy would 
be constant conflict, rising hos­ 
tility 
and 
deepening 
ten­ 
sion. . . . 
“ Force will not bring an end 
to the arms race. He cannot 
coerce others to negotiate. We 
cannot compel them to be rea­ 
sonable 
and 
wise. 
It 
takes 
skill and patience and determi­ 
nation, anjd a search for areas 
of commoh interest. . . . 
“ In this nuclear age we have 
concern about the affairs of 
every continent. That concern 
does not give us the right or re­ 
sponsibility to order the affairs 
of all other nations. For ex ­ 
ample. two friendly nations, In­ 
dia and Pakistan, have been en­ 
gaged in long, and often bitter, 
dispute over the area of Kash­ 
mir. We are always ready to 
help. 
Peaceful 
solution 
can 
mean much to the freedom of 
Asia. But the responsibility of 
settlement must remain — and 
should remain — with the two 
great nations involved.” 


IN 
THE 
SECOND 
speech, 
before Democratic leaders of 
the state, President Johnson 
discussed what Sen. Goldwater 
and others had suggested about 
“ going north in Viet Nam” and 
launching a big offensive. Mr. 
Johnson said: 
‘ As far as I’m concerned, 1 
want to be very cautious and 
careful, and use it (an offen­ 
sive) only as a last resort, when 
I start dropping bombs around 
that are likely to involve Amer­ 
ican boys in a war in Asia 
with 700 million Chinese. 
“ So just for the moment I 
have not thought that we were 
ready for American boys to do 
the fighting for Asian boys. . . . 
“ We 
think 
that losing 
190 
lives in the period that we have 
been out there (Viet Nam) is 
bad, but it is not like 190,000 
that we might lose the first 
month if we escalated that war. 
So we are trying somehow to 
evolve a way, as we have in 
some other places, where the 
North Vietnamese and the Chi­ 
nese Communists finally, after 
getting worn down, conclude 
that they will leave their neigh­ 
bors alone, and if they do we 
will come home tomorrow.” 
In view of the President’s ear­ 
lier commitment, therefore, to 
a limited war in Viet Nam, 
about non-involvement in dis­ 
putes between India and Pakis­

United States to render mili­ 
tary aid. 
This is something to be de­ 
cided by the president and the 
Congress only after a particu­ 
lar contingency arises which 
might call for American assist­ 
ance. 
It’s unlike the North Atlantic 
Treaty, 
which 
requires

United States to regard imme- 
diaely an attack on any mem­ 
ber of the alliance as being 
the same thing as an attack 
on the territory of the United 
States. 
Mr. 
Johnson’s 
declaration, 
however, of his intention to help 
all 
non-nuclear powers 
is a 
sweeping statement and pre­ 
sumably implies that nuclear 
force will be interposed in such 
a way as to deter or repel Red 
China or any other nation from 
attacking the countries which 
do not have nuclear power, his 
could, of course, “escalate” into 
a nuclear war.

New Computer 


By EARL UBELL 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N.Y. - A 
Mayo Clinic 
psychologist has 
turned a computer into a part 
time psychiatrist. He just push­ 
es a button and an electric type­ 
writer starts chattering. 
“Patient is 
probably some­ 
what eccentric, seclusive 
and 
withdrawn. Has many internal 
conflicts. Consider psychiatric 
evaluation.'’ 
The piece of paper goes to a 
physician — and internist—who 
uses the information the com­ 
puter has given him to make his 
nex t move. If warrented, 
he 
then calls in a psychiatrist. 
Dr. Wendell M. Swenson, the 
psychologist, described his com­ 
puter qua psychiatrist at the 
six th 
Medical Symposium 
at 
Poughkeepsie, N.Y. 
“Don’t get this wrong,” Dr. 
Swenson said, “ this machine is 
not going to replace the psy­ 
chiatrist. It merely 
raises 
a 
flag for the ex amining doctor.” 
The machine bases its person­ 
ality analysis on an ex tensive 
psychological test known as the 
Minnesota Multiphasic Personal­ 
ity Inventory (MMPI). It con­ 
sists of 550 true-false statements 
which 
when 
scored 
provide 
clues to personality. 
As each patient arrives at the 
Mayo Clinic at Rochester, Minn., 
for a medical ex am, he takes 
the test among the many medi­ 
cal tests the day before 
he 
g o es to see his first doctor at 
• un . 


The test 
is printed on IBM 
cards which the patient marks 
with an electro-sensitive pencil. 
When the cards are dropped in­ 
to the machine, the computer 
automatically scores them. In 18 
seconds, it prints out a person­ 
ality profile. 
So far, the clinic has given 
the test to 25,000 medical pa­ 
tients. A survey among the doc­ 
tors there indicates that it pro­ 
vides clues to treatment and 
furher diagnosis since most of 
the physicians say they like to 
have that slip of computer paper 
when they first set the patient. 
After all, it picks out not only 
the patient 
in mental trouble 
but can also print out: 
“Patient quite well organized 
thinking. 
F ol l ow s 
instruc 
tions.” 
That tells the doctor that he 
can prescribe and be reasonably 
cerain that the patien will fol­ 
low the prescription.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., (AP) - 
For most American voters, pol­ 
itics stays on the fringe of their 
personal concerns — and their 
November decision is more in­ 
tuitive tiian reasoned. 
That’s something hard to be­ 
lieve in an election year, when 
politicians batter issues b a c k 
and forth, debate with the ve­ 
hemence of collegians, and po­ 
litical news is the mainstream. 
But the voter-at-large ignores 
much of the uproar, and makes 
his decision on the basis of his 
own political tendency, and his 
sense of how die nation is go­ 
ing, and how his own personal 
affairs are going. 
These are the general findings 
Of 16 years of depth surveys of 
the American voter — and his 
behavior in presidential and off- 
year elections, since Harry Tru­ 
man faced Thomas E. Dewey. 
Social researchers at the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan’s Survey 
Research Center—aiming deep­ 
er than the “fever chart” polls 
of an election year—have quiet­ 
ly probed the voter’s prejudices 
and frustrations, his hopes and 
satisfactions in thousands of 
kitchen and living-room inter­ 
view. 
First the voter was asked how 
he would vote and why — and 
then, to the surprise of the vot­ 
er, the interviewers returned 
after the election to find how 
he did vote, and why, and if he 
changed his mind, why. 
From this has come a mosaic 
of findings that has made the 
Center’s American voter series 
of interviews one of the most in­ 
cisive studies made. 
Most Follow Party 
Some 75 per cent of the voters 
vote on a party basis, whether 
they realize it or not. Some 45 
per cent have prejudged in fa­ 
vor of the Democrats, some 30 
per cent for the Republicans. 
Mostly they inherited their po­ 
litical faith from their parents. 
Yet occasionally, some issue, 
some point of dissatisfaction, 
some personally felt crisis, will 
force them to change parties, 
sometimes for the space of only 
one election, sometimes for the 
rest of their lives.

AKRON, Ohio (AP) - The 
speech ranged from u nion-made 
balloons to the men’s room in 
the Kremlin. A sign said “y ou ’re 
So Cool.” Little k ids, high school 
stu dents and collegians scream­ 
ed. 
It all happened becau se Pres­ 
ident Johnson was in Ak ron 
Wednesday . 
The President’s third cam­ 
paign v isit to Ohio inclu ded a 
speech to 4,000 jammed into 
Memorial Hall at the Univ er­ 
sity of Ak ron while an estimat­ 
ed 7,000 listened to lou dspeak ers 
ou tside. 
On the way into the hall, a 
pretty blonde threw her arms 
arou nd his neck and k issed him. 
A teen-ager wav ed a sign read­ 
ing “Johnson Baby , You ’re So 
Cool.” 
In a more seriou s tone, he 
bore down on foreign affairs in 
the aftermath of the political u p­ 
heav al in Moscow and Commu ­ 
nist China’s ex plosion of a nu ­ 
clear dev ice. 
He made it clear that in 
light of these ev ents America’s 
Immense power “cannot be pu t 
In the hands of those who might 
u se it impu lsiv ely or careless­ 
ly .” 
On Ru ssia’s changeov er, John- 
gon said, * If they are willing 
to seek peace, they will find u s 
ready .” Hie President said he 
had met Monday with Congres­ 


sional leaders of both parties 
and no one had adv ised him 
to mak e threats or issu e, u lti­ 
matu ms—“or to talk abou t lob­ 
bing one into the men’s room 
in the Kremlin.” 
The Democrats hav e been col­ 
lecting q u otes from Repu blican 
presidential nominee Sen. Barry 
M. Goldwater. The list q u otes 
the Arizona senator on missiles: 
“We’v e got one that can hit 
the men’s room in the Krem 
lin.” 
“I’m not going to say any 
thing abou t my opponent,” John­ 
son said. “I don’t believ e in 
mu ck -rak ing and slander.” 
Johnson was greeted by a 
crowd estimated at abou t 2,000 
at the Ak ron - Canton Airport. 
His motorcade stopped three 
times en rou te to the hall. Heav y 
crowds pinned him against his 
car as he shook hands and 
passed ou t “LBJ” pins. 
With the President and Mrs 
Johnson was Gov . John Con- 
nally of Tex as. It was the first 
time he had ridden in the White 
Hou se bu bble-top car since he 
was wou nded when the late 
President Kennedy was assass­ 
inated last Nov . 22 in Dallas. 
Johnson left for Kansas City 
to v isit former PresfdeV Harry 
S. Tru man, hospitalized after a 
bathtu b fall, then went on to 
campaign in East St. Lou is, 111., 
and St. Lou is, Mo. 
Barry Nips Plans for 
Televising GOP Film 


WASHINGTON AP) - Sen. 
Bary Goldwater of Arizona has 
nipped plans for the nationwide 
telev ising of a Repu blican cam­ 
paign 
film 
which 
originally 
Included shots of stripteasers 
and a 
girl in a topless swim 
guit 
A grou p of Goldwater back ers 
who had the 30-minu te film 
made for $65,000, said its aim 
was to show “moral decay ” in 
fhe nation. Althou gh today ’s 
led showing is ou t, the 
’s sponsors apparently hope 
to hav e edited v ersions shown 
later on local stations. 
Democratic National Chair­ 
man John M. Bailey had called 
the film “the sick est political 
program” 
ev er planned for 
telev ision. 
Ihe 
Democratic 
National 
Committee bou ght an u nedited 
copy of the film, and newsmen 
at 
Democratic 
headq u arters 
were shown enlarged photos 
said to hav e been tak en from it. 
They inclu ded a side-rear v iew 
of a girl in a topless swim su it, 
a near nu de man, and sev eral 
•hots of street rioting. 
The Citizens for Goldwater- 
Miller had the film made and 
titled it “Choice.” The grou p 
bou ght 125 copies. 
The Repu blican presidential 
candidate saw the film for the 
first time Wednesday in a hotel 
room in Philadelphia. Later his 
press secretary , Pau l Wagner, 
said “he does not believ e it is 
appropriate for a political cam­ 
paign in its present form.” 
Abou t the same time, Repu b­ 
lican National Chairman Dean 
Bu rch issu ed a terse statement 
say ing, “ At the req u est of Sen. 
Goldwater, 
the 
Citizens 
for 
Goldwater-Miller film entitled 
•Choice’ has been withdrawn.” 
Fred Mu llen, director of the 
news bu reau at the citizens 
grou p, said, “Natu rally we are 


acceding to the req u ests of the 
senator and are proceeding now 
to mak e minor changes in the 
film to tak e into accou nt new 
dev elopments. The film will be 
shown as soon as possible.” The 
grou p said the changes had 
nothing to do with the charges 
made by the Democratic nation­ 
al chairman. 
Lee Edwards, depu ty director 
of pu blic relations for the GOP, 
said Bu rch’s statement inclu ded 
not only the schedu led showing 
today , bu t also the prints which 
the citizens’ grou p has sold to 
v ariou s local political grou ps 
arou nd the cou ntry . 
In adv ance of Goldwater’s 
statement, NBC annou nced that 
the film wou ld be shown bu t 
with cu ts agreed to by the cit­ 
izens’ grou p — notably the top­ 
less bathing su it. The network 
said it considered certain se­ 
q u ences “u ndu ly su ggestiv e.” 
Ru ssell 
Walton, 
pu blicity 
director for the citizens grou p, 
had conceded that portions of 
the film might be called shock ­ 
ing, bu t added, “We believ e 
what is happening today in 
Ameria is shock ing.”
